I. Claims 1-42. Claims 22-42 are drawn to a fabrication method of a 
polymer-gel display, classified in class 359, subclass 272. Claims 1-21 are 
being grouped together with claims 22-42 because they can be searched 
together with claims 22-42 without creating an undue burden on the 
examiner. 

II. Claims 43-47, drawn to an operating structure of a polymer-gel display, 
classified in class 359, subclass 237. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case with respect to Group I and Group II, the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product such 
as one that does not require an external electric field being applied, such that the first 
color of the polymer-gel sheet is displayed via the substrate after the polymer-gel sheet 
and the substrate make contact. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
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and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their
